From Portland to Seattlp. 

.SiCATn.K, .Tunc 7.— The TreKs to-day .ssys: 
From a relialde sniircr il was learned to day 
that, the contract for the eimstriictinn of the 
I'niiin I'aeilic railro.iil from Seal tie lo 
rortlanil, has been lei and lh;it woi k was 
lirgmi to-day. The conlriicl for the con- 
Klruetion of tho entire line has been let to 
Ixirkpatrick Bros. ,t Collins, thn well 1,-iu.wi 
railroad contractors, and they have received \ 
instructions to crowd construction with all 
possible speed, so that the road may be in 
running order liy .March :!l, l,Si)2. A con- 
ntrnetion force has been started to work at 
Portland. 'I'he Columbia will be iiridged 
in the vicinity of Vancouver,whcro tho witor 
is shallow, the river narrow, and the physi- 
cal conditions such as will admit of easy 
construction. The bridge will bo the first 
one to span tho Columbia so close to its 
mouth, and will bo a colossal one and will 
cost a largo sum of monoy. Tlio road will 
run through Vonoouver. Tho main line of 
the road will be shorter by twenty miles 
than that of the Northern Pacitic between 
tins city and Portland. There are no hea\ y 
grades .at all.

may l esnlt in his death. Cowles and his 
wife, who is a daughter of .Mr. Hale, a 
wealthy Cleveland banker, have not been 
living together for some time. Cowles has 
been in biisineas in Lockport, N. Y., and, 
his he.ilth failing, he recently determined to 
go on his vacation. He made a visit to 
Cleveland to see his mother and friends, 
and, on leaving there last Monday, be took 
with him his 10-year-old daiu>hter Florence 
unknown to her mother. The child's ah- 
seuec was soon discovered and a search be 
gan. When Mrs. Cowles "learned that her 
husband had taken the child she at once be- 
gan suit for divorce, and an order was is- 
sued by the court giving her posses 
sion of the child. On hearing of 
tho esse Cowles- went to Toronto nnd 
thither went Mrs. Cowles, accompanied by 
her liiother, Risterahd attorney, Judge In- 
gersoU, of Cleveland. When they reached 
Toronto they found Cowles had gone to 
Montreal, taking the child with him. He 
had previously said he was willing to have 
an interview with his wife, but would talk 
with no one else. It is alleged tliat his ob- 
ject was to obtain an additional allowance. 
Four months ago, on the death of his father, 
he was cut oil' with an allowanco ol $'2ij,- 
000. Previous to this, it is said, be had 
been living at j i-apid rate in ooinpany with 
a woman of (luestionable character, named 
Clara Lieincncliloss. .She is at present at 
sit. (.'athariues, having followed Cowles 
thoi-e from lliifl'iilo, Co^vles has been twice 
to Europe with the woman, and on one oc- 
casion bad tn cable to his wife to come to 
his aid. She did not, but, when she 
recovered from an illness, he left her 
and returned witli another woman to 
Ainerica. On anollier occasion he lived 
with her in tian Francisco, they occupying 
adjoining rooms and he alleged that she was 
bis widowed sister. 

2 Thepnrtu'ngparty.irrivedinMontreal this 
nioining and an iiitei view was arranged. 
Cowles in tlie iiioriiiiig took tho child to a 
convent and instructed the mother superior- 
ess not to give her up without a written 
order from him. He then retnrned 
to the hotel ready 'for the interview, 
which he wished to be piivatc, with 
his wife. Her brother would not 
consent to this and accompanied tUoin 
in a cab for a drive. The interview was in 
progress, when Cowles suddenly made a 
movement to draw a revolver. Hale in- 
stantly drew his and shot him, with the re- 
sult as above. Doctors to-night think 
Cowles is not in danger.

Ho said that 
he and his wife were In the way of 
having an amicable settlement, and depre- 
cated Hale's interference as unnecessary 
nud hurtful. He expressed tho warmest in- 
terest in his family' and only resented out- 
sido intorferoncs. He was sorry for what 
had been done, and felt keenly his painful 
position. When well enough he said that 
lie would show that ho had been tho victim 
of wrongs, and that he has been hardly 
dealt with.

If tlmt (gentleman niaUos a iiiistaku in liis 
returns was thiit the f.iult of this imard / 
(Heiir, hear.) Tliu electors were asked 
to come there iiiid hear the re[)cu t of tlio 
trustees not tliiit of llie .sii|ierii)teiident, 
of education ; tlierefore uiiIcbh Mr. Muir 
could prove that tho report of tho Irustee.s 
was false, iio (Ccd. Wolfendcn) prote.stetl 
jjytiin.st tho iutorniption. 

Mr. i\Itinro Miller ro.so to ;i point of 
order on the Haiiie tiuestioii. lie Iiad 
come there to hear a report of the trtis- 
tees, not a political disuus.sion on the 
case of a man whom tho f^ovoruuiont bad 
squeesscd off. He asked fur the putting,' 
of tho question — the reception or rejec- 
tion of tho report. 

Ch drman — Of cotir.so tlio report is ojien 
for discuabion, but 1 am inclined to think, 
Mr. Muir, that you are going too far. 

Mr. Muir complained that he had been 
unable to get lasc year's report from tho 
trustees so that he might look up soniu 
figures. He left it to the public to form 
their own uunolusionB, 

Mr. Bond rose to a further point of 
order, and 

Mr. Muir insisted on bis statement 
that the returns published were false. 

Secretary Hiolaing up report)-— Do you 
say this is false ? 

Mr. Muir- I say that the number of 
jichool attoiidanta is false — 

Soorotary — Last year or tlii.a year 

Mr. Muir — No; two years ago. 



*_The. Ohairman— We' • are j not dealing 
with that. 

Tho Secretary— Will you say, Mr. 
Muir, that tlie report of last year is false? 
Mr. Muir— No. 

Tho Seorotary — Yda are dealing with 
the superintendent of education, not with 
the trustees. 

Mr. Muir — I want it amended. I want 
it put iu that tho trustees be reqiiostod to 
see that true returns of this city are 
published iu the annual school report. 

Mr. LawBon — We will presume that 
the returns are true until they are shown 
to bo fidse; until then we are not Koi"g 
to condemn tho trustees. The goutlemun 
who Qnds fault is bound in honor and 
common sense to show that the returns 
are false. 

Mr. Muir — They show it on their face. 

A FURTHER LIVELY TISIK. 

Mr. Wilson said it was quite rofroshing 
to see such an interest taken iu scliool 
mattoiH. Thero was a time when the 
trustees got one man to move the adop- 
tion of the report. Tho schools were 
run in the interest of tho chairman — 

Mr. liaywaul — Thank you. 

Mr, Wilson, continuing his rouuuks, said 
our interest, in public school matters bad 
gone down so h>w as to require something 
liku a revolution to stir it up. The 
Chinese were even brought in to defeat 
tho candidate on one occasion. Mr. 
Wilson ])roceedcd to stale that the 
jireseiit .secretary had no right to .-ict in 
th;it capacity; he was a gdveriiineiit 
emplnyc and was receiving govern- 
ment Jiiiy, and should never liave 
been allowed to act us trustee. 
Mr. Wilson spoke on the question i f 
the (jualification of teacher?, luleginR th.at 
he could prove that soiuo of tlie prcKoiit 
teachors are not qualilied to hold I heir 
liositions. Ho cited a ease now pending 
ag.ainst ciio of the teachers for cruelty, 
and venttn-ed the stateuicnl that it would 
be sluinted by the trustees. 

Tho Chaiiniau — Von have no right to 
.say that. 

Mr. Wilson stud that hespoku from o.'c- 
pcrience of years ago ; ho had a 
boy of liis own who was iiunishod 
f(U' telling the truth, and all the 
satisfaction he could yet from the 
trustees was an einiuiry held with closed 
doors. The result was that the boy 
despised tho master and tliero wa.s no 
more work done. There are b ya who 
uuist be punished for filthy mimners or 
habits ; others miss thoi' lessons, but ho 
did not ?eo why boys should be punisbod 
for lliat; there are boys who are discibedi- 
ent — they n\i old be puiii.shed, because if 
discipline is no: maintained the result is 
mutiny. Ho had lui sympathy with 
those who croak over their children being 
punished for disobedience. Ho was glad 
to see mothers present at tho meeting to- 
day, and he lioiied ihey would move in 
this (KiestiiMi. He accused the trustees of 
paiideriiiL' to 'he goveininetit, which, 
after all, was but a coiuiuitteo of the peo- 
ple, and said he was glad to Bee this stir, 
it was a good thing. Tlioy wanted 
numty men and womaidy women ns teti- 
cliers; they wan ed no sneaking, snivelling 
teachers, of whom there had been too 
iiiany. Then the increase of the school 
attendance was not due to tho bene licence 
of the government, but to the increase of 
population and imiuigra ion. He would 
have an end of such rut and would ask to 
be given plain English. Let them elect 
trustees who don't fear the people, who 
don't fear the govenniuMit no matter what 
jiarty is in ]) wer, but .-iiuipiy Icok after 
tho interest of the sehnol. Let lliein have 
trustees who are heads of families and 
who unilerstaiid their responsibilities. 
Then there was this iniquitous school tax. 

It was suggested that this was not a 
part of tho report, but Mr. Wilson sub- 
mitted that it was u scIpmi luiatter tind 
therefore in order f.r discussion. Ho 
would like this nieo ing to protest agtiinst 
this tax, it acted uiifairly and unjustly 
against Victori.a taxpayers in making 
them pay for nu'side pl.ices. 

Rev. Mr. M icleod asked if it wore not 
the law that all cases of corijoral jMiniah- 
piRUt in tho schools shall bo repotted to 
tho trustees ; also the nuiubcr f piniish- 
monts within tho last, year ; also if any ru- 
sohition had been pas.sed by the b ard 
giving instt net ion wn h retxard to tho u.se 
(jf the rial in the pubiio s. lio Is i 

The chairman, in answer to the last 
(juestion — Not rec! ntly ; live ye.ir.s ago a 
resolution was passed absolutely forbid- 
ding any corpoivd punishment, but that 
has been rescinded. 

Rev. Mr. Miicleod — Are the board 
aware of any cliim. , ii i ei i wifhdr.awn 
on account of c>irpoial punishiii< nt / 

The S crctaiy - iS'o .such cases have 
been othcially repiuted In the bo.iid. 

Mr. Liwsnu— -Have any of tho teachers 
been br(ni!{ht bef iro the trustees for ill- 
using the children 'I 

Mr. Stamford I don't know about tip; 
childrtn being ill-used. 1 h.ive three, 
and they are aUv.iy.s bothering mo for 
money to buy presents for the teachers. 

The Secretary — In reply to the ([UeK- 
tiiMi of Mr. Lnvson, 1 may say that 1 
have lieen on the scliOul board for two 
year.s, and during that tiino there has not 
iieen half a dozen complaints as to whi|)- 
piiig by the teaclieis. (Hear, be:ir.) 
1 may safely say th.-it when a coni|ilaiiit 
has been sent in, tho trustees have at- 
tended tu it fairly and fully. There are 
two cases now under consideration, and 
they will be finished to-night. 1 say 
again, and I challenao contradiction, that 
there have not b(!en four other cases 
Bent in. If you take into considur;iti(Ui 
that wo have 1,400 children attending 
the public schools of t!iis ci y the wonder 
is that B(une(ino doesn't get licked some- 
times. Doycm think it is poasiblo for ti 
teacher, having sevei^tyor eightychildren, 
to mtiiutain discipli e without tho use of 
the rod 'I 1 don't. 

Mr. Bond complained iif the disrerqiecfc- 
ful bidiaviour of some children. Ho had 
Bpukoii to tho 'eaelnu's, and they pro- 
mised to punish the oU'enderH if be eoiild 
point them out. He info red from this 
that it >raB a matter fur tho home, and if 
parents W()uld pay better attention to 
their children's conduct, there would he 
less necessity for tho roil at school. 

Mr. lilaiid asserted that it was the 
practice to set one boy to upy uu all the 
re.il, and he cited a case of his own boy, 
who was sick from a whipping. This was 
denied by a gentleman in the meeting, 
who gave the doctor's word for his state- 
ment. 

Mr. Bland further stated uha'; tlicre 
were pupils iGavitnr and going to tho 
Catholic college simply on account of tho 
whippings. 

Mr. Lawson asked if it was the ouatota 



not 'to use the rod in that institution. 
No reply. 

Rev. Mr. Frasor was not quite sure 
that thay shotdd pass that clause of the 

report referring to punishment in tho 
schools. They weie thereby reflecting on 
the press and all those who took part in 
the controversy. It seemed to him that it 
would bo well to leave that clause out. 
He had no personal interest in the mat- 
ter; ho was nut a sorehead, and he had 
no complaint to uiako against tho trus- 
tees. If in order, he begged to move an 
amondinent tu the adoption of the re- 
port, that the clause in question bo struck 
out. 

Mr. Burkholder seconded the motion, 
adding a condemnation of corporal pun- 
ishmont. 

Mr. Lawson, as one of tho members of 

tho press, ))rotestoi3 against the statement 
that tho press htid been misleading. He 
sympathised with tho trtistees in this mat- 
ter, because he had been a teacher and a 
trustee himself, and he know what chil- 
dren were liku; when they tell their lit- 
tle grievances they arc not alwtiys exact. 
Boys and girls can bo very sick in tho 
morning and bo bettor when school hour 
has passed; ho used to be so himself. Fioiu 
the statements that had boon going round 
it would seetii that the teachei-s of Vic- 
toria were .a hard lot -they were not, 
which was clearly proved by the fact of 
there not being six cases of cruelty re- 
ported during the last two years. Chil- 
dren should be laught to take puinshmeiit 
bravely. Where could be found a hard- 
ier race than the English, and yet they 
wore birched when tlioy were boys: 

The Secretary protested against the 
pass;it;o bciig expnngeil, bec.iuse the 
trustees were not fairly dealt with in the 
matt: r. He complained that people 
having any giievance should rush into 
tho press before giving tho trustees an 
opportunity of enquiring into it. 

A discussion aioao here, in which Rov. 
Mr. Maclcod's sermon was again touched 
upon and brou<jlit Mr. Maclcod to his 
feet. He had no desire to stir up strife ; 
ho desired simply to see the system of 
disciplieo changed in tho schools. He 
hud no quarrel with the teachers, it was 
with the rawhide. As fur the sermon, 
ho might say that cither Col, Wolfendcn 
had not read it or he was simi)ly extract- 
ing sentences from it without the context, 
which was not fair. Mr. Maclcod's purpose 
in calling public attention to this ([lies ion 
in his sermon was simjily to lay down the 
principles which should guide teachers 
and parents in the discipline of 
children. His utterances were in 
acciudance with the tlnory of 
Baldwin. He had never been one of the 
sentiiiKUitaliata who declare that there 
should nover be, underaiiy circuiusnnccs, 
a rod used in the public schools; but ho 
did say that the ccuistant use of it for 
trivial ollences was deinorali/.ini; and 
hardening to the children. Corp(d'al 
punishment should be inllictod with great 
judiciousness. As far iis he was con- 
cerned himself, his purpose was not to 
hurt .any individual (U- any teacher. He 
spoke friini observations in one depart- 
ment, anil lie simply wished tn see the 
law cari led out, and the children jjro- 
tected from oxcessivo punishment. 

Col. Wolfendeii aaked Mr. Macleod if 
he had not stated that there was a i;eign 
of terror in our schools. 

Rev. Mr. Macleod— Will Mr. Wolfonden 
read the sentence in which it occurs ? 

Col. Wolfendeii— Was not that a mis- 
leading Htatemout? The trustees wore not 
aware of a reign of terror ox sting. 

.'Vfter a little more discussion tho 
aniendment was lost and the report 
adopted as a whole, after which the 
meeting adjourned.

ConsIdcraWoDaiimijH Dune on Sunday Morn! iir 
anil Sunday Kvoulng. 

To I'olico Officer Ciirtur'a energetic uotion 
early Sunday morning, Mr. Jacob Sclil owca 
the salviition of his factory at LHurel Point 
from fire. The policonum was walking his 
beat neur Jatnea Hay bridge, at ten minutes 
to three, when he first saw the bright light 
of the fire. He afc once recognized tliat the 
blaze bud gained such licachvay that he 
could not extinguish it without assistance, 
and so ran to the nearest ularni box. A 
aufok turn out was at once made by the 
nremeu, huec wua laid and' a. stream of 
waiieF WU3 playing on tho iiro before Mr. 
Sehl, who lives oloae to tlio factory, awoliu 
to ''the fact that it was alire. Fortunately 
.^tHo'-- bla'jia "was speedily extinguished, the 
'i'damage'done only umountiug to uboiit $200. 
The cause of the tire was sparks from the 
boiler room. 

A nuicli more Bcrioiia iifTair was the blaze 
tlint occupied the atleiuion of tlie ilcpiirt- 
nient in the evening, and wliii^li caused a 
greater amount ot damage than any iillier 
for B. couple of years. The origin of this 
fii'c is a mystery; the lirat that 'was kiunvu 
of it was when, at alioiit il-'-'O p ni., flames 
■were seen bursting tliiougli the roof uf the 
olil brick huililing on the corner of Fort and 
< ioveninient atreetw, above the jjcirtion occn- 
piod by Mr. ilenry Sliorl, gunsmith. l!ox 
ti-f, at the corner, was pullcil, and the Tiger 
engine, with the usual retinue of hose cai'ta 
and ladder trncU.s, was soon on the scene. 
The lire bad, however, obtained a thoroughly 
good start, and altliough the men had it 
undor control in fifteen nunutea from tho 
time they commenced work upon it, it was 
fully two hours before tho last spark was 
extinguished. 

Although no one knows how the fire 
started, it is supposed to have been in a 
small room in the rear of Mr. Short's pro- 
mises, iu ■which a quantity of old bo.xpg,etc. , 
was stored. From here the flames passed 
upward through the ventilator, demolishing 
the paper covered partitions of wood on 
their way, and at last making their appear- 
ance through the roof. Before reaching out- 
er air, the blaze had therefore opportunity 
to creep along the rafters and under the 
- roof, in such a manner as to almost efTec- 
tuuliy defy the water. In fighting the fire, 
' two engine iind flre hydrant streams were 
used to good effect. One wus sent up by the 
stairway to work on the burning room, two 
were piuyeii on tlie roof, and two each were 
used ill the protection of John Parker's 
butcher shop and Leask & Morrison's tailor- 
ing establishments adjoining. 

The estimate of losses is hriolly sununar- 
ized as follows ; To the building, owneil 
by the Douglas estate, about il'J.OOU, par- 
tially insured ; to the olHoc 1)1 Mr. \\. .1. 
Quinlan, adjoining, ijL'OO, insured in the 
British C'ohnnbia ; and to the drugstore of 
Mr. (Icorge .Morison, by water and break- 
age ])rincipally, also covered by in- 
surance. In addition to the loss by lire, 
the following sulTerud ihunago by lire only : 
Ilenry Short, .'JjOO, insured ; V. T. John- 
Btono, seeds, J.'iOO ; Flint & Williams, S'iOD. 
The total loss is therefore estimated roughly 
at about $5,200. 

In connection with both fires it was uo- 
. ticeable that the buildings interested were 
old enemies of the firemen. Mr. Sehl's fac- 
: tory has required their attention twice be- 
fore, and the old Occidental building has a 
fire record of its own. Twenty years ago it 
was the scene of a fire, then again about ten 
years later, wlien it was occupied by Capt. 
Martin uud used as a billiard and card par- 
lor. The blaze on that occasion occurred in 
almost the same manner as on Sunday 
night, and a few days later the 
proprietor was compelled to stand liis 
trial for in'Jendiarism, on which charge he 
was, however, accjuitted. Again in ISSo 
the building caught, hut no aerioua damage 
waa done. It is one in which u blu/.o has 
considerable advantage, as the walls and 
partitions are all of wood, covered with 
])aper, instead of plaster. Up to a fifw 
tiays ago the block waa held inider 20 j'ears 
lease by Mi. H. C lieetou, but tliu lease 
expiring it is now under the direct control 
of tho owners — the heirs of the late Sir 
James Douglas. 

During the morning fire a report was 
spread that Tin-: (/Oi.n.vi.sT building was 
ablaze, and ('liief Kiiginecr Deasy was on 
the point of dividing his forces at once when 
he receiveil more reliable information to the 
effect that the report was a groumiless one. 
Hoseiiiaii William P. Smith, who ^vas really 
too ill to work, was overcome by the smoke 
during the evening tiro, and had to be car- 
ried home, *

individual pi'Mierty . . . What more 
prepo.'Jten)>i.s tiiaa that one tenant for a 
day of tins i-iiU 114 sphere .should collect 
runt for it fro n ids cci-tonants, or sell t(.> 
them for a p ice wliat was lierc .ages he- 
fore him, and will bo hero ages after 
him." 

This, then, ia Henry Go rgc's basis of 
taxation. Tiie laud is to be treated as 
the property of the State, no matter who 
claim to ho its owners, or what may be 
their t tlas. 

Henry George iiiakos no reservations. 
Ho will nut allniv any one to hold land. 
This is what he says in his "Social Prob- ' 
luiiis "' : I 

"There is no use iii'idkiiig of reserving j 
what here niriy be left nf our [)ublio d(j- j 
main to actual settlers. That would be 
merely a locking of tho door after tho j 
hm se h id beoii Stolen, and even if it i 
were not Would avail nothing. There is! 
no use ill l.ilk'iig abuut restrieling the | 
amiiunt of Ian 1 any mie man may ludd. j 
That, oven if it were pracliiable, wero 1 
idle and would not meet the dilliculty. 
The ownership of an ;ii-re ill the city may 
gain tno e command of thu labor of others 
than the ownership of a hundred thou- 
sand acres in a spaisoly settled district." 

The laail must bo tikon from everyone 
by levying a tix on it equal to tho rent it 
can be made to yield. This is what Mr. 
John Grant calls " a fair and equitable 
principle." Any jury of honest men in 
this ci y would call it barefaced robbery. 

In. his werk on the " Land Question " 
Henry Georeru is still more explicit, if that 
were possible. 

•* It would be wrong," ho says, " for 
them to PAY TUB pkesent landowneiw 
FOR 'lllElli r,AVl> at iho oxpon.so of tho 
people; it svould likewise bo wrung to sell 
It again ti) Binallor huldor.s. It would bo 
wrong to abolish tho payment of rout, 
and to give the land to its present culti- 
vators. In the very nature of things, 
land cannot rightfully be made individual 
pnjperty. This principle is absolute. 
The ti.le of a peasant proprietor deserves 



no more lespect than the title of a great 
territorial noble." 

So that there shall bo no mistake as to 
his meaning, Mr. George says : 

"Tho only true and just solution of 
the problem, — tho only end worth aiming 
at, is to make ALL tho land the common 
property of all tho people. This principle 
conceded, the question of method arises. 
How shall this bo dono ? No hing is 
easier. Jt is merely necossarv to divert 
the rent which now ilows into tho pockets 
of tho hmdlorda into the common treasury 
of the whole people." 

This is Mr. .lohn (iiant's "just prin- 
ciple." Tho single tax is tho rent of tho 
land taken without coinpeiisation from 
its lawful owners. Mr. Gratit's fair and 
e(iuitublo principle is still further ex- 
plained. Mr. Honry George says : 

" I^ow, it is a very easy thing to thus 
sweep away all i)rivate oniiorship of land 
and convert all oecu|)ier3 into tenants of 
tho State by approjjriating rent. No 
complicated laws or ciunberaomo iiiaeliin- 
ery is iiocessary. It is only necessary to 
tax tho laud up to its full value." 

Hero we have in the very plainest 
tonus the "fair and eipiitable basis of 
taxation " com mended by Mr. John 
Grant. His teachers and his teachers' 
teacher would take from the (.".viiers of 
land everything, except, as (ieorgo him- 
self says, " their deeds of title and con- 
veyance. " 

This ia how llonry tieorgo jeers at the 
men lie would rob of their posses.sions: 

"They could continue to call thoni- 
sidvea landlords if they wished to, just as 
that pour old Bourbon, the Comto Cham- 
bord, continues to eall himself King of 
France. " 

The following stnteiice is particularly 
hard on Mr. ,lohn 1 1 rant : 

"Nevertheless, every <!iie can see that 
to tax land up to its full rental value 
would amount to precisely the Hame 
thing as til formally take piissessidii of il, 
and then let it out to the highest bidder." 

It is not tho editor of Tub Colo.ni.st 
who cannot imagine any one so stupid as 
not to see that the principle of taxation, 
which Mr. John Grant, the Mayor of 
Victoria, eulogises as fair, equitable and 
jusi, means taking from men their pro- 
perty, without giving them anything f<n- 
it. It is Henry Gcorgo himself. He 
says "any one can see that to tax land up 
to its full rental value would amount to 
precisely tho same thing as to formally 
take i)osses3ion of it." When we s.-iid 
that tho principle of taking men'.s pro- 
perty from them without giving them 
anything for it is what Mr. Grant calls a 
"j ust and honest principle," wo stated 
what every intelligent reader of Honry 
George's works knows to be demonstrably 
true. 

We may say in passing that the prin- 
ciple of taxation commended by .lelin 
Oiaut would not, if put in practice, afJ'ect 
tho owner of land alone, hut all who 
have lent money on land. What would 
tho mortgage of a farm or lot bo worth 
if it wero taxed up t i its full rental value / 
What would become of the widows and 
orphans, tho aged persons and the in- 
sane persons, whose support is a charge 
on the land owned by others ? If the 
state appropriate the rent of land what 
would become of the institutions of learn- 
ing, the hospitals and other charitable 
institutions which derive their revenues 
from land '/ 

We make no ajicdogy for (piotiiig so 
freely from Henry George's works. It is 
necessary that electors should know what 
this form of socialism known as single tax 
means. Tho subject is one of the very 
greatest importance. The local issues at 
the coming election sink into insignifi- 
cance compared to this one, which 
strikes at the very foundation 
of the social fabric. ' It will not 
be long before tho men of every coni- 
mimity will be called upon t(j do battle 
for tlio rights of jn-ojierty and other 
rights which we ludd eijually dear, These 
(|UC3ti(jiis are agitating every connnunity, 
more or less, everywhere. The socialistic 
skirmishers are lieie. They have :>.])- 
poured in the lield. They don't caro fur 
our petty provincial issues. They are 
wise in their generation. Tliey contend 
for what they regard as vital issues. And 
two lead nig representative men of Vic- 
toria, when they went out to meet them, 
not only threw down their arms, but, for 
the sake of the chance of gaining a few 
voles, wont over to the enemy. 

bet, our intelligiint reailers cirefully 
read the extrae s which we have eited 
from Di'iiry ( ieorge'a works o\ er .again. 
They will then be aide to see wdi.ak Mr. 
.lolin ( Jrant uie.'int when hi^.said tli.at "the 
princi]de of single ta,\ to his mind sug- 
gested a fair and oquitablo basis of taxa- 
tion," and what, the single tax advocates 
understood Mr. Beavon to say when he 
assured them that by entering the thin 
edge of the wedge the full result 
would bo in time assured. Public opinion 
had to be educated up to those reforms, 
and no miKAT swekim.vc mkasituks would 
he made in advance of iiublic oiiinion." 

Our readers see now what the "great 
HWec])it'.g measures" advocated by those 
di.scijiles of I lenry ' ieorge, Messrs Keid, 
■lacksoii and liragg ire, and they also 
see that aid, comfort and oucourayeineiit 
were given to tho Socialists by Messrs. 
Robert Beavon and .Tohn Grant.

THE SCHOOL TRUSTEEiS BEPOB'L 

Our readers will bo pleased to see that 
the Trustees give a good report of tho 
public anhools of this city. The attend- 
ance is better than over it was, and in 
other respects the schools appear to bo 
in a llouriahiiig condition. This agrees 
with what was said of them by those wdio 
visited them last suumier. The Trustees 
have evidently performed their duty 
faithfully. We are not surprised that 
they should regret that the schools have 
been made the subject of a somewhat un- 
pleasant discussion in tho newspapers. 
It is not encouraging to men who have 
performed thoir duty faithfully to see 
tho schools, in which thej' taku such an 
interest, misropresonted in tlie news- 
papers. But they must also bo gratilied 
to find that there is in tho community a 
strong disposition to uphold them in tho 
exercise of their authority. If tho 
BchuoU have been attacked by some they 
havo been defended by others. There is, 
as far as we can find out, a healthy public 
opinion in this city with regard to schools 
and school discipline. Although every 
one s'rongly disapproves of cruelly, the 
very great majority are of opinion that 
disci))line must bo maintained. It is 
cons dered that the const'tiited aiitlKJri- j 
ties have liitherio dono their duty fairly 
well in this respect, and that they can bo 
trusted to do what is judicious and right in 
the future. The fact that not more than 
six complaints of undue punishment have 
been before the Trustees during the last 
two years speaks volumes in favor of both 
teachers and trustees. If cruelty or any- 
thing like cruelty had been h ibitual in 
tho Hciiools, the number of complaints 
would liavo been much greater than this. 
We .are sorry, to learn that the term of the 
very etiicieiit secretary of the board ex- 
pires thi.s year. Wo hope that ho will 
bo invited by the householders of James 
Bay ward to continue in the position. It 
ia not often that a ward can obtain the 
services, as School Trustee, of a man so 
well qualified in every way to perform tho 
duties of the office as Mr. Wolfenden. 
Wo are sure that tho good people of 
James Bay Ward will show their appreci- 
ation of the work he h.as done tind is 
doing, by electini; him, if there should be 
a contest, by an overwhtlming majority.

Mr. .Mct'rae, government inspector, 
who accompaineil Mr. Vowell, has remained 
on the ground to superintend the eipiipment 
and furnishing of the institution. The 
i brunches taught will include agricultural 
jj pursuits, mechanical professions, oarpentery 
f and other trades, but tho mental educatiiui 
3 of the pupils will not be overlooked. The 
number provided for is twenty-live, but 
additional accommodation has been made 
for girls, who will be presided over by a 
matron, yet to be appointed. They will be 
taught all those domestic arts moat useful 
to girls. Mr. Maekinnon Inis been appoint- 
ed superintendent of the entire institution, 
tho object of wdiicli will ho to raise the 
i Indians, as far as its scope will admit, to a 
higher and better level of civilization.

At the adjourned meeting of the Public 
School Ijoard, held in the City Hall last 
evening, there were in addition to those 
directly connected with the business to be 
brought forward, a goodly sized audience 
present, containing, as was sunieudiat un- 
usual, a considerable proportion of holies. 
Dr. Morrison were the only one of the trus- 
tees absent at eight o'clock, when after 
routino business had been disposed of, it 
was decided to proceed with Mr. J. W. 
Bland's charge against .Mr. Kaye, a teacher, 
of cruelly whipping his little hoy. In con- 
nection with this ease a letter was read 
from Dr. (i. L. Milne, stating that the boy 
was now sick with typhoid fever, ' which, 
however, ho would not say was due to the 
whipping he had received. 

Mr. Kland, on being asked if ho bad any- 
thing further to say, again narrated tho 
facts us he believed them in connection with 
the case, lie also said that Mr. Halliduy 
had urged him not to proceed with the case 
against Mr. Kaye, us ho was about to re- 
sign, and Mr. Ualliday had also promised 
to see that his boy was not flogged again. 
He felt sure that his boy's sickness was 
due to Mr. Kayo's abuse, and strongly de- 
precated the use of tlie rawhide in the 
schools. (Col. NVolfendeu hero pro.luced 
the rawhide which .Mr. ICuyo inaile use of. 
hut which .M r. lilaiid declined to accept as 
the real iiist rumiMit. He alleged that the 
heavy part had b -en purpo.-it ly cut oil.) Un- 
less he iilit. lined .■..itislactioii lioiii the Lionril 
he had tletermined lo take his case into the 
courts, where he could obtain that justice 
111 which lie cunsidered himself entitled. He 
had not shown the cut on his boy's lieiid to 
Ur. .Milne. In reply to a iiuestion by the 
ehairnuin, he said that he had no witi]e:<>cs 
present. He had expected to call .Mr. Ual- 
liday, but that j;iMilleman w.is not on hand. 

Mr. Kaye, in ids own defence, ])rodu.'cda 
lotter from Mrs. lv.)bert.siiji in «liich she 
stated that she had neviM', a.H alleged hy Mr. 
fUaml, asked him to get up a petition to 
have .\l ■. Kaye removed. .Mr. Bland had, 
Mr. Kaye .said, threatened to come up to 
the school and "'[lut a head on him," what 
ever that meant. .Mrs. Bland had also 
threateiid to horsewhip him. All he could 
say was that he hoped they would bring on 
their forces singly, unil give him some sort 
of a chance. (Laughter). lu reply to Mrs. 
Bland, he said, that he had always denied 
hitting the boy on the head with a rawhide. 
Me wa.'( unite willing to admit that Mr. 
Bland had threatened to throw him down tho 
ataiis. 

-Mr, liland again addressed the board at 
cnnsidcrahle length, stating nothing new. 
On the conclusiun of his remarks. Col. Wiil- 
feiideii addiessed the board, reviewing the 
fiicts of the ciise clearly and from an un- 
biased stiiiidpoint. lie did not consider 
the boy had liccii scriou-.!}- injured, and 
tliouglu that a mountain had been made of 
a mole hill. 

Tnisiees fleislernHui and ICrskinc agreed 
that the v hipping had not been a serious 
one, nor did they think that they had any 
right to punish .M r. K.iyc. It' Mr. l!ln.iid 
wished to carry tliematt' r intncoiii L he was 
lit liheiiy to do so, but TruUi e MrskiiK-, lor 
due, thought that in his excitement .Mr.

Trustee .Mallandaiiie explained how need- 
ful it w.is for parents to understand that the 
Board could not investigate every occasion 
oil which a teacher was forced to give a 
child pimishiiient.

On motion, it was decided that the board 
(lid not consider the punishment meted out 
to Mr. Bland's boy excessive. 

.Mr. Hay ward announced that the trus- 
tees had paid a visit to the schools during 
the day, and had inspected tho weapons 
used in chaRtiseinent oi the scholars. Only 
three rawhides were found, the largest be- 
iiij; .Miss (".inieron's; and it might be 
reinarkud hers ivas the beat ordered room of 
all. The majority of the teachers used but 
small switches.

.New Apparatus for the Brunnrtts Saw Jlills 
Now Building lit Brantford. 

British Colunibia'a resources in the way 
of forest products arc, says the Monetary 
Times, year by year getting to br better 
known. The Brnnnrtte .Sawmill company, 
at New Westminster, which is operating on 
a largo scale among the large pines and 
cedars in the vicinity of that place, havo 
just procured from the Waterous Engine 
Works compaii}', at Brantford, some ma- 
chinery which is eipecially suited for the 
(extraordinary leiigtn and thickness of the 
timber on the I'acilic coast, f 'or instance, 
the sawmill carriage, which is one of the 
largest ever built in the province, consists 
of ".'»ix girder steel log-seats, extending 7<i 
feet from centre of lirst lo centre of last 
block. Ivich block was formed of two 10- 
iiich steel giiilcrs, with a heavy steel plato 
riveted on top of each girder, Kurinonntcd 
by a very heavy knee piece, set forward by 
three-inch screws made of steel. Under each 
log-seat werie two ,'i-inch stieel axles with 
heavy steel V wheels on tho front and Hat 
wdieels with a ll.iiij^e on the hack. These 
run on a heavy slid track. This iimneiifio 
carriage was built to take in logs 7 feet in 
diameter, SO feet long, weighing HO to 100 
tons each." The eiirriage itself, without 
any woodwork, weighe(i more than twelve 
tons. 'The setting and receding device on 
this carriage is a now departure. On the 
Baine car was shipped a " King Edger," 
made to take in sawn lumber .'lU inches 
wide, using six saws. This edger with its 
appurtenances, wo are told, weighed in the 
vicinity of five tons. Such heavy machinery 
is the only class that will stand the imtncnso 
timber of the Paoific coast. At the mining 
district of Kelson City,' which is reached 
over the Northern Pacific to Kootoiiay, 
Idaho, and thence by teuii. to Nelson, is to 
bo a snwmill, M'ith edger, planer, and 
shingle machine, the whole supplied by the 
Waterous (lompimy. The same linn lias re- 
ceived an order from the Northern I'acilic 
Lumber Company for engines, boilers and

Incorporateil as a Town— The First Municipal 
KIcction— Population Increasing und 
Business Brisk. 

The act incorporating Port Angeles as a 
town was voted upon last Salurdaj', and 
wa'j carried with but one dissenting vote. 

The election for a mayor und councilmen 
for tho new town was also held on Saturday, 
and was a most exciting contest, the friends 
of all the candidates working hard, and 
when the result of the voto was announced, 
the victors received a perfect ovation. 
'Diere were two candidates for the mayor- 
alty, Mr. John Dyke and Dr. F. S. Lewis. 
Mr. Dyke was elected, his majority being 
51. The councilmen elected arc: E. H. 
Foster, W. \V. Gray, D. P. Quinu, I). Mc- 
Ginnes and James F. .Meagher. The five 
defeated candidates heini; Tims M;i|nni.y, 
R. P. .Mastick, L. D. Stewart. W. Stewart 
and Frank .Met Jill. 

For trea.surcr tlie candidates were I). W. 
ilmse and (ico. H. Gale. The former 
secured the majority of votes. 

The new municipal hoard will be sworn in 
on Wednesday, and will liold their lirst 
meeting \\ edncsday evening. 

Jt is expected that within thirty days 
there will be at least three liiindred men 
employed on the streets of the nev.- town, 
laying out streets, grading, planking, etc. 

I'lie populaticjii of .Vngeles i.i steadily in- 
creasing, and it is cmilidently hoiicd that 
the number of inhabitants will have reached 
the desired niiniber before the next three 
months so us to allow of I'ort .Angeles being 
incorforated as a city. 

Business uf all kimls is brisk. Building is 
being pusliiMl, and the new four-story hotel 
is going up rapidly. The wharf being built 
by tile Union Pacific will be 
completed in two weeks, the cost 
being about $10,000. Altogether the 

Erosjpeots of the new town wore never 
rigbter, and it is suggested that if owners 
of lots there, who reside in "Victoria, 
would make an elTort to clear tliem and 
make soino improvements they would 
greatly enhance the value of tlieir property. 

Tho vote incorporating the town was 171, 
although there are some -10(1 imnics on tlie 
roll, but many bad not resided long enough 
to entitle them to a voice in the lirst eleetiou. 

The new i.'oiincil will have a busy time for 
tho next few- months getting the municipal 
machinery in proper working order.

An oldish kind of liiaii was ysstordiiy 
tiilkinj,' to a youngish m:m.

livin;^ before ho gets old, or olso lio l)u- 
couic.i disLj'uatod with tho world and bo- 
comes an editor; so as to voiit his spleen 
on human nature. The repurtor in (|ue3- 
tioii was niedita iu!.j on these things as he 
stood ponsivoly looking a', the oxeavationa 
g"'m'^ on fur tlia Turkish biitha, about to 
bo erected on Blanchard street. Pre- 
sently the old man came over and 
remarked — Looking at this work and 
thinkini;: of tho purpose it is for, I ain re- 
minded of my lirst Turkish bath." " In- 
deed," answered liis auiUtnr eareles.sly. 
Tho old Ulan was not to l)o put oil', 
though; he was talkative and lie niennt to 
talk as much as ho pleased. " Y> a," he 
«outinucd, as ho shutilud u bit closer, " i 
hod heard u great deal of their curative 
powers ; had had it dnnted into 
ray ears that a Q'urkisli bath 
wa.s a panacea for all human ills, and I 
had residved in despei-atiuii to try one 
just to bo able to silunue the uniiuiries 
poured in upon me. The Turkish bath 
was ciiniparutivoly now at that time, and 
they wore something of a craze, just iia 
that book Robert Elsnioro was. Well, I 
wont fully prepared for a navel exper- 
ienci', ami I had it. 1 entered tho insti- 
tution \vitli fear and treuibliny, feeling's 
■whicdi wer>; considerably aujiuienteil wlien 
I was asked by the clerk if 1 had any 
ni'jney or valualilcs about me. Visions 
of subterranean passages and lutkud fiends 
floated before my mental !,'aze, However, 
I was somewhat reassured by the fact that 
tliu i(uesti(iner wa.s of the female persua- 
sion. Sho op'jned a safe and deposited 
my watch and money in a small, nmu- 
btrcd receptacle, afterwards 1 was con- 
signed to a fat iiidividual of my own sex.

was turned over and tho i.tlier side came 
ill for the punishment course. Fmally 
I was raised and phiced under 
.•i shower b.ith, which was regulated from 
warm to tepid and then almost to cold, 
then 1 wa.s [ilaccd under a shower tliat 
was more like a dolugo, and 1 emerged 
f rom'this in a state of mind bordering on 
the extremes of bewildorment and do- 
light. My next move was towards a 
plunge bath, into which I dived and 
revelled like a fish sot free— I was full of 
.some lightsome fooling, and bubbling 
over with good spirits and 1 didn't know 
how to satisfy my.self. 1 at last got out 
and into some largo conifortable towel 
garments, from which I emerged in a 
glow of healthy vigor, and proceeded to 
what is called tho "cooling room." I 
stayed there, reclining on a luxurious 
lounge for abuiit half an hour, after 
which 1 found ifi^ way back to tho place 
where 1 had leftniy gannunts. Onco again 
insido of those, 1 foit like tho Irishman's 
gun which had had a new luck, stock and 
barrel. That was my first Turkish bath, 
and 1 have invariably token Wvantago of 
the existence of siioh an institutiuu to

LIFI'] OF CROWFOOT. 

IiiP.Ideiits Narrated by Itev. Katlinr Lacombe— 
How ]lo (kit Ills Name. 

llov. Lacombe, O.M. 1., niiuiiionary to 
the lJlackfeot,lia3 contributed a biography 
of Crowfoot to tho Maclo d Gazette. At 
the time of his death he was about (i4 
years of age. In staturo he was a little 
above the average. Ho was thin, with a 
Koman nose and intelligent features. 

At tho ago of 215 years ho made his first 
war expedition, and changed his bciyhood 
name for Kaya-stali, tiie (Ihost Hear. 
.\bout that time his oldest brother kiUetl 
the greatest warrior of tho Crow Indians, 
and look the iiaiiio "f Crowfoot. He was 
slain in .in expediti u t> the Suuke Indi- 
ans. To revenge tho death of liis son, tho 
head chief of 'ho Blackfect, with the lai' 
geat war parly on rec iid, luimberini 
about 10,001) warriors, louk Lac held ii 
the middle of the winter.and after twenty 
days traveling, reached the .Snake Indian 
ccmntry. They found the enemy, miin- 
boring 800 lodges, eiitrenohed in a strong 
position, which was coiujuorod after a tight 
of a d.-iy ami a night. Kaya-atah who wa.s 
in the front r.ioks bc.-iriiig the war tl;ig 
of the lUaidifeet, perfonned siii'h feats of 
bravery that, after the victory, he received 
the n.-imo of his brother. Crowfoot, anil 
was publicly recognized and appointed by 
his father to succeed him. 

In 1866 Father Lacombe was spending 
the winter with tho Hl.-iekfeet studyin;.; 
their language and character iiid ;iseet;un- 
iiig their dispii.sitidii tow.-irds Christiaiiitv. 
On Dec. ."rd, KSCO, he was with a small 
tribe headed by Chief Natous, at Three 
Fords, between Red Hrer and Battle 
river, when -i war p.uty of SOO Crees, 
Sateaux jukI Stonies fell I'li tho caniji at 
one in the morning. At the most ciilieal 
moment the voice of Crowfoot was heard. 
Fkakimak, (take courage), he cried out, as 
ho came with a large party of w.U'iiors. 
We wore saved. From this time Crowfoot 
led the braves to b.ittles ; was first in the 
councils in wisdom and elo(]ueiicc, and 
even prior to the death of his father was 
the morally acknowledged chief. From 
tho first. Crowfoot was friendly to the 
white man ; and to his influence is due 
tho fact that the record i f Canadian devel- 
opment of the west is a story of peace in- 
stead of war. 

His greatest service to the cause of civ- 
ili;catioii was when the North-west rebel- 
lion broke out. Tho Creo Indiana sent 
runners among the Blackfeet and tried m 
every way to induce tliem to join them 
and make an end of tho " white jKdicy." 
To Crowfoot's firiiincss at this juncture is 
due the neutrality of the lilackfeet. He 
convened an exiraoidiiiary council of his 
peo])le, which was a'teuded by the llmi. 
F. Uewdney. Father Doucet and Father 
L'lcombe. After tho layuig down of the 
"peace-calumet," Hapo-maxikaw roao.and 
having shaken hands with the priests and 
oilier visitors, delivered a tine discourse, 
in which he declared eiiiltliatie.'iU}' that ho 
did not wish to join tho rebels, but would 
be true to the obligations of his treaty 
with Canada. "Wo never liavo regretted 
following the advice of the missionaries," 
he said. "To-day they want us to be 
peaceful and not to take part with the 
Croos. Our great white chief (Lieut, 
(ioveinor Dewdiiey) is here with us, so is 
our agent, and all those u ho take an in- 
terest in our welfare; therefore I say that 
we must stand on tlie side of our true 
friends, and I say that we will stand. 
Let the Crees and the half-breeds fight 
against the v.-liites ; as for us, wo will bo 
peaceful. I give my word to-d.iy, in my 
name and in tho name of my pei.'ple, iliat 
nothing need be feared on the part of the 
Blackfeet, that we will remain loyal." On 
April 2rth, after an illness extending over 
quite a long period, Crowfoot died.

Col. Baker largely 
retains hia old friends and is especially 
strong among the principal emi)loycs of 
tho C. P. R. 

In West Kootenay, of the four candi- 
dates in the tield, the .Star prefers Mr. 
J. M. Kellio. He is a consistent sup- 
porter of tliu government. Ha knows the 
needs of mining, being himself a miner. 
Having lived in Kootenay district for six 
years ho is familiar with its various inter- 
ests and can r'.'prescnt thcni wi-li credit. 

As regards Air. Faruell, he ilotincs his 
position in the Star as neither a govern- 
ment supporter nor an oppositionist, and 
therefore it would appear forms a party 
of one; hut it is feared that Mr. Farwell

ance to serve or redress, and that 
eli'Otion will |)r()long tUe troubles from 
which thi.s tuv. n of Fanvcll or Revclst<jlce 
has been desperately suli'ering for sevcr.il 
years.
